IF  it  were  worth  while  to  combat 
ths  notion  that  del’ccnt,  that  nobili 
ty,  Ihould  alone  be  a pafport  to  hon- 
or and  virtue,  the  hillory  of  this 
man  would  furnifli  the  refutation 
From  no  worm-eaten  llatues  ; from 
no  muftv  records  of  nobility,  does 
he  derive  his  title  to  honor  or  his 
claim  to  reputation.  He  fearched 
no  Herald’s  Office  for  the  purpofe 
of  afeertaining  the  age  of  his  tribe  ; 
he  bribed  no  court  favorite  to  revive 
lome  title,  which  was  extinCl,  in  his 
favor.  The  liar  and  garter,  with 
all  thofe  other  gewgaws,  which  a 
mule  fo  many  children  in  the  lhape 
of  men,  held  out  no  temptation  to 
him.  Overlooking  all  fueh  puerile 
and  ancle  diftinflions,  he  threw  him- 
felfonthe  refources  of  his  mind, 
refting  his  dial  in  on  the  judgment  of 
his  coteinporaries  and  pofteritv.
